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ANTWERP BELGIANS AND 
D'UCCLE BELGIANS 

By S. Robert Powell 

The names of many breeds and 
varieties of exhibition poultry are 
easy to spell and to pronounce, 
even though the birds in question 
originate in far away villages, 
cities and countries around the 
world: Hamburgs, Cubalayas, 
Polish, Anconas, Minorcas, Dork¬ 
ings, Javas, Cochins, Brahmas, 
Sumatras, Malays, and so on. 
Other breeds and varieties, 
however, are not so easy when it 
comes to spelling and to pronun¬ 
ciation. 

Two breeds of bantams from 
Belgium are the source of a lot of 
spelling and pronunciation pro¬ 
blems: ANTWERP BELGIANS 
andUCCLE BELGIANS. 

Antwerp (“Anvers” in French, 
“Antwerpen” in Flemish) is a ci¬ 
ty in northern Belgium. Uccle 
(“Ukkel” in Flemish) is also a ci¬ 
ty in Belgium. It is south of 
Brussels, not far from Waterloo. 
The bantams from those two 
cities should be called, in 
English, Antwerp Belgians or Uc¬ 
cle Belgians. 

In French, the word for 
Belgians is “Beiges.” These ban¬ 
tams, in French, would, 
therefore, be called “Beiges 
d’Anvers” or “Beiges d’Uccle.” 
The word “de” (or “d” when it 
comes before a vowel) means 
“from” in French, and it would 
never be capitalized in this con¬ 
text. 

Many people, it seems, use the 
term Belgians to refer to Ant¬ 
werp Belgians. But to do so is an 
inlprecise use of terminology, 
because there is more than one 
kind of bantam from Belgium. In 
addition to Antwerp Belgians, 
there are, for example, Uccle 
Belgians. 

The name Uccle is not an easy 
name to pronounce in French, 
granted. A rough approximation 
in English phonemes might be 
“00 KLA.” Uccle is not pro^ 
nounced like the English word 
“uncle,” to be sure, and Uccle 
Belgians should not, therefore, be 
called “de uncles,” as many peo¬ 
ple call them. 


The popularity of these two 
kinds of Belgian bantams, both of 
which are ranked among the 16 
most popular breeds of bantams 
in America, is such that there are 
currently 14 varieties of Antwerp 
Beligans recognized by the APA 
and the ABA: Black, Blue, 
Cuckoo, Mille Fleurs, Mottled, 
Porcelain, Quail, Self Blue, 
White, Black Breasted Red, Blue 
Quail, Buff, Buff Columbian, and 
Columbian. 

There are 10 recognized 
varieties of Uccle Belgians: 
Black, Blue, Buff, Golden Neck, 
Gray, Mille Fleurs, Mottled, 
Porcelain, Self Blue and White.

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THE MILLE FLEURS 
VARIETY 
By S. Robert Powell 

The poultry plumage color 
MILLE FLEURS is not an easy 
one to spell or to pronounce. 

The name is spelled MILLE 
FLEURS. It means “a thousand 
flowers” in French. “Mille” 
means “a thousand” and 



% 
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“Fleurs” means “flowers.” 

“Mille” is never spelled with a 
final “s” in French; “Fleurs” 
takes a final “s" because it is a 
plural noun. 

The pattern name is thought to 
have been created in the middle 
of the 15th century in the Loire 
district in France to describe 
trapestries and other fabrics with 
backgrounds that resembled 

fields that were sown with a thou- ^ 

sand flowers. Such tapestries 4 

became popular and were pro¬ 
duced in many parts of France 
and the Low Countries until the 
end of the 16 th century. 

The pattern name is also used 
to describe mosaic Venetian 
glass with a flowerlike pattern. In 
Italian, such glassware is known 
as “millefiori” glassware. It was 
made by fusing together slender 
rods of colored glass and cutting 
them transversely and joining 
the sections or embedding them 
in clear glass. 

The technique of millefiori 
glassmaking was developed by 
the Romans in the 1st century 
B.C. and revived and refined by 
Venetian glassmakers in the 15th 
century. Since the mid-19th cen¬ 
tury, the technique has been used 
to make paperweights and gam¬ 
ing marbles. 

The name MILLE FLEURS is 
not an easy one to pronounce. A 
rough approximation in English 
phonemes might be “MEAL 
FLUR.” 

Mille Fleurs, it must be 
remembered, is a plumage color 


and not the name of a breed of 
poultry. There are, for example, 
Mille Fleurs Rosecombs, Mille 
Fleurs Leghorn Bantams, and 
Mille Fleurs Antwerp Belgians. 

But, in most cases, when people 
talk about birds of the Mille 
Fleurs plumage color, they are 
talking about Booted Bantams 
and/or Uccle Belgians. But what 
is a Booted Bantam and what is 
an Uccle Belgian? 

The answer to that question is 
far from being cut and dried. 
Here is a summary account of the 
information in THE BANTAM 
STANDARD (ABA, 1988) and in 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD 
OF PERFECTION (APA, 1985) 
to answer that question. 
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If, when you talk about Mille 
Fleurs, you are talking about 
feather-legged, single-combed 
non-bearded bantams, you are 
probably talking about what the 
APA and the ABA agree are to be 
called Booted Bantams of the 
Mille Fleurs variety. The ABA, 
which says that Booted Bantams 
must be non-bearded, recognizes 
10 colors of Booted Bantams: 
Black, Blue, Buff, Golden Neck, 
Gray, Mottled, Self-Blue, Mille 
Fleurs, Porcelain and White. On¬ 
ly the last three of those varieties 
have been admitted to the APA‘S 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD 
OF PERFECTION, wherein they 
are specifically referred to as 
Non-Bearded Booted Bantams. 

If, on the other hand, you are 
talking about feather-legged, 
single-combed, bearded bantams 
of the Mille Fleurs variety, you 
are probaby talking about Booted 
Bantams and or Uccle Belgians 
and you have, as the matter now 
stands, your choice of names for 
those birds. The APA would call 
such birds Bearded Booted Ban¬ 
tams of the Mille Fleurs variety. 

The APA, in other words, main¬ 
tains that there are two primary 
variety groups of the breed 
Booted Bantams: Non-Bearded 
Booted Bantams and Bearded 
Booted Bantams. The APA notes 
that the Bearded Booted Ban¬ 
tams are sometimes called 
“D’Uccles.” 

The physical descriptions of the 
Bearded and the Non-Bearded 
Booted Bantams, the APA notes, 
are the same except for dif¬ 
ferenced in the wattles, the neck 
and in the presence or absence of 
a beard and muff. The APA 
recognizes three varieties or 
Bearded Booted Bantams (Mille 
Fleurs, Porcelain, White) and 
three varieties of Non-Bearded 
Booted Bantams (Mille Fleurs, 
Porcelain, White). 

The ABA, on the other hand, 
maintains that the non-bearded, 
feather-legged, single-combed 
birds and the bearded, feather¬ 
legged, single-combed birds, 
referred to here, represent two 
different breeds, each with a 
specific and identifiable type: 
Booted Bantams (non-bearded, 
feather-legged, single-combed; 
taken back to Holland in the 17th 
century from South China or Bur¬ 
ma) and Uccle Belgians (beard¬ 
ed, feather-legged, single- 
combed; originated in the 
Belgian city of Uccle in the early 
20th century, when Booted Ban¬ 
tams were crossed with Antwerp 
Belgians.) 


The central point here is this: 

When one speaks about birds of 
the Mille Felurs plumage color, 
one must associate that color wth 
a specific breed: Mille Fleurs 
Leghorn Bantams, Mille Fleurs 
Booted Bantams, for example. 

One cannot speak of “Millies” 
and expect others to know what 

breed you are talking about - 

“Partridge” or “Silver- 
Penciled” or "Wheaton” for ex¬ 
ample, and expect others to know 
what breed of poultry you are 
talking about.

O NE of the mysteries surrounding 
• the early days of The New 
Yorker is why a fledgling Jazz 
Age weekly selected a hyperopic Re¬ 
gency lepidopterist as its figurehead. 
Eustace Tilley, as that starchy-looking 
gent with the beaver hat and the 
monocle came to be known, was created 
by Rea Irvin, The New Yorker's original 
art editor, and appeared on the cover of 
the magazine’s first issue, on February 21, 
1925, and also, in a slighdy different 
pose, in the drawing above the first Talk 
of the Town department. He has pre¬ 
sided over Talk every week since, and 
has reapp 'red once a year on our anni¬ 
versary cover, giving rise to some icono- 
graphic speculation. Why does the cover 
Tilley look leftward—in the classic style 
of Piero’s “Duke of Urbino”—while the 
Talk Tilley gazes off to the right? Why 
has the butterfly been replaced by an 
owl? What was Irvin trying to say here? 
Probably not much. The design looked 
pretty good—it still does—and tlvy had 
to put something in that first issue. 


The name was coined by Corey Ford, 
an adman who was a friend of rlarold 
Ross’s—Tilley after Ford’s aunt, and 
Eustace just because it sounded right— 
and this mythic character figured in some 
of The New Yorker's early promotional 
material. (He was one of the magazine’s 
“special superintendents of forestry,” 
among other things.) Eventually, Tilley 
acquired a literary identity, too. He had 
his own byline for a while, on a series of 
comic pieces actually written by Ford, 
and he turned up periodically in Com¬ 
ment pieces written by E. B. White and 
others. Tilley, those interested could 
learn, was invariably well Messed (his 
tl treads included a pair of c 4 jgskin gloves 
and a suit of pigeon-gray hopsacking), 
he kept mourning doves, he dined and 
danced (and once made out with one of 
our subc ribers in someone’s kitchen), he 
went to openings and P.R events, and 
he delivered himself of opinions on ev¬ 
erything from taxation to the New 
Math. Tilley had become something of 
a pain in the neck, to tell the truth—a 


combination of Oscar Wilde and Bertie 
Wooster—but he embodied two of the 
early New Yorker's most characteristic 
and contradictory editorial traits: sophis¬ 
tication and an air of bemused detachment. 

In recent years, a cameo of Tilley 
has ornamented our Table of Contents 
page, and observanv readers may have 
glimpsed him, in Michael Witte’s draw¬ 
ings, traipsing through our Goings On 
About Town section: Tilley at the the¬ 
atre, Tilley watching the Mcts, Tilley di¬ 
recting a movie, Tilley watching the 
tube, and so forth. He has persisted so 
long, as both icon and mystery, that this 
year, in honor of his sixty-eighth birth¬ 
day, it seemed time to treat the old guy 
to a face-lift—a morph job. We invited 
a number of artists to reimagine Eustace 
Tilley however they wished, and the re¬ 
sults are on the following pages: Tilley 
canned, Fauvcd, Cubed, flayed, bloated, 
steamrolled, and so on. But, remarkably, 
not aged, or not very much. He remains 
odd and elongated, inquisitive, and not 
quite of this world—our own E.T. ♦

Also let the Post Office know the day before they 
should arrive. I take the chicks to the airport Post Office, usually on Mondays, and they should be 
there the next day. We get $2.50 ea. for the Orpingtons.

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THE COLUMBIAN VARIETY 
By S. Robert Powell 

To commemorate the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America 
in 1492 by Christopher Columbus, the 
World's Columbian Exposition, which 
was dedicated on October 23, 1892 and 
opened in May, 1893, was held in 
Chicago. 

On display at that gigantic 
exposition, which covered 666 acres and 
which was attended by one of every ten 
Americans, were such wonders as the 
Pullman car, the linotype machine, the 
first ferris wheel (which 2,160 people 
could ride at one time), and 
COLUMBIAN WYANDOTTES. 

From the APA's THE AMERICAN 
STANDARD OF PERFECTION (p. 47) we 
learn (1) that this was the first time 
that Columbian Wyandottes were 
exhibited, and (2) that that variety was 
produced by crossing a White Wyandotte 
with a Barred Plymouth Rock. 

The word "Columbian," it is 
important to remember, is the adjective 
that refers to "Columbus" or to "the 
time of Columbus." And so, 
COLUMBIAN Wyandottes were so named 
in order to commemorate the fact that 
they were first exhibited at the 
exposition that marked the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of 
A merica. 

The Columbian color pattern, of 
course, was around for a long time 
before the World's Columbian 
Exposition. Light Brahmas, which were 
admitted to THE AMERICAN 
STANDARD OF PERFECTION in 1874, 
bear the Columbian color pattern. Light 
Brahmas are known, as we all know, as 
Light Brahmas and not as Columbian 
Brahmas. Similarly, Buff Brahmas, which 
were recognized by the APA in 1924, 
are known as Buff Brahmas, and not as 
Buff Columbian Brahmas. 

But all other breeds and varieties 
of poultry (with the exception of the 
bantam and standard Light Sussex) that 
bear the Columbian color pattern are 
identified as either Columbian or Buff 
Columbian. 

The Columbian color pattern is 
officially recognized for the following 
breeds of bantams: Wyandottes, 


Antwerp Belgians, Cochins, s. C. 
Leghorns, R. C. Leghorns, Rosecombs, 
Cornish, Old English Games, Plymouth 
Rocks and Light Sussex (same as 
Columbian color pattern but male has 
white saddle). 

The Buff Columbian color pattern 
is officially recognized for the 
following breeds of oantams: 
Wyandottes, Antwerp Belgians, Cochins, 
S. C. Leghorns, R. C. Leghorns, 
Rosecombs, and Shamos. 

The Columbian color pattern is 
recognized for the following breeds of 
standards: Light Brahmas, Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandottes, S. C. Leghorns, and 
Light Sussex (same as Columbian color 
pattern but male has white saddie). The 
Buff Columbian color pattern is 
officially recognized for only one breed 
of standards: Buff Brahmas. 

m addition to the descriptions of 
the Columbian and Buff Columbian color 
patterns that are found in the APA's 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION and the ABA's THE 
BANTAM STANDARD, the reader should 
consult two recent articles by Bob 
Arbuckle in the APA's FANCY 
FEATHERS APA NEWS AND VIEWS: 
"Surface and Undercolor in Buff 
Brahmas," Summer 1989, p. 12; "The 
Buff Columbian dialog, several months 
later," Spring 1990, p. 9. 

Since it was 100 years ago this 
May that Columbian Wyandottes were 
first exhibited, wouldn't it be a good 
idea for individuals and clubs to sponsor 
specials at this year's shows for "Best 
Columbian" and "Best Buff Columbian" 
in both bantams and standards? 
Wouldn't that be a highly appropriate 
manner for the exhibition poultry 
fraternity to honor those breeders who 
created the Columbian and Buff 
Columbian color patterns? Wouldn't that 
be an entirely fitting way, at the same 
time, for the poultry fanciers of 
America to commemorate the 500th 
anniversary of the discovery of 
America?

Avian influenza 
cases on the rise 


UNIVERSITY PARK — Poultry producers should take steps to 
reduce the risk ot introducing avian influenza virus into their 
flocks, says a veterinarian in Penn State’s College of Agricultural 
Sciences. 


Antibodies for the H5N2 strain of 
avian influenza (Al) were found in 
blood samples from a Montgomery 
County turkey flock in December. 
“Since then, birds with the an¬ 
tibodies have been found on fewer 
than 10 premises, including one 
Philadelphia live-bird market and one 
„ flock that sent birds to the Farm 
Show," says Pr. Patricia Dunn, a 
field investigator in Penn State’s 
Poultry Diagnostic Laboratory. 

“This is not an outbreak of clini¬ 
cal AI,” Dunn stresses. “A positive 
blood test only indicates that a bird 
has been exposed to the vims in the 
past weeks or months. It doesn't 
necessarily indicate active infection 
but does give reason for cuation.” 

Clincal AI is highly infectious in 
chickens, turkeys and other poultry, 
as well as game and wild birds im¬ 
portant for recreational hunting and 


wildlife management. The virus 
poses no health threat to humans. 

“Live H5N2 virus has been iso¬ 
lated from only one Philadelphia 
live-bird market,’’ Dunn says. 
“We’ve found no other evidence in 
Pennsylvania so far, but live vims 
has been isolated at eight bird 
markets in New York and five in 
New Jersey. This shows that the vims 
is circulating in the live-bird market 
system in the mid-Atlantic region.” 

The Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture has issued two quarantine 
orders. A general quarantine 
suspends all exhibitions of poultry in 
Pennsylvania and transportation of 
live birds to animal markets other 
than recognized slaughter establish¬ 
ments until further notice. 

A stricter quarantine aims to 
prevent the spread of influenza from 
flocks exposed to the vims or con¬ 


nected to virus-positive live-birJ 
markets in anyway. “This special 
quarantine also affects all Pennsyl¬ 
vania live-bird markets and all flocks 
with evidence of H5N2 antibodies,” 
Dunn says. “Birds from these flocks 
may not be moved without a special 
permit from the Pennsylvania Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. These flocks 
will be released from the special 
quaratine only after thorough testing 
to assure that the vims is not 
present.” 

The H5N2 vims isolated from the 
Philadelphia live-bird market has not 
yet proven to be harmful. “So far, in¬ 
fection has resulted in no clinical dis¬ 
ease, but epidemiologists and diag¬ 
nosticians are concerned that a more 
destructive variant may emerge.” 
Dunn says. “Highly pathogenic 
strains of Al can strike and spread 
quickly." 

A major AI outbreak in 1983 and 
1984 resulted in the destmetion of 17 
million birds in Pennsylvania.

Mar land, New Jersey and 
Virgi lia. That eradication 
effort cost nearly $65 mil¬ 
lion i nd presaged a rise in 
poulti y prices by about 
$349 million in six months, 
according to U.S. Depart- 
mert of Agriculture. Pen- 
nsy vania had the largest 
number of flocks destroyed 
ip this outbreak. 

What can poultry 
producers do to minimize 
the risks of introducing 
H5N2 avian influenza into 
their flocks? “Tighten your 
biosecurity and sanitation 
procedures,” Dunn advises. 
“Sanitize ail vehicles, tires 
and equipment. Clean and 
-disinfect - poultr y- hou ses - 
before bringing"' in new 
birds.” 

It’s also important to 
control the movement of all 
poultry, equipment and 
vehicles to prevent farm- 
to-farm contact that could 
spread the virus. "Avoid 
any contact with live-bird 
markets,” Dunn says. “Per¬ 
mit only essential workers 
and vehicles to enter the 
farm, and be sure to clean a 
truck that has visited 


another farm or slaughter . 
facility.” 

Flocks also should be , 
protected from contact with ( 
wild or migratory birds. j 

Poultry producers should ; 
watch their birds for 
symptoms and contact a ' 
diagnostic laboratory if 
suspicious illness or un¬ 
usual mortality occurs. 
"Poultry infected with a 
pathogenic AI strain may 
have swelling, black or 
purple discoloration of the 
wattles and combs, diar¬ 
rhea, loss of coordination 
and lack of energy and ap¬ 
petite, followed by death,” 
Dunn says. “Milder strains 
can cause respiratory 
^.sjjmptom& ARd jotecrjase i n 
egg production.”

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Dear Robert, 

It must be nice in having so many chicks at this time of 
year. I spend most of my time knitting sweaters for my 
birds, just so they can make it thru our cold nights. Last night 
it was 15 below zero, with a wind chill of 30 below. The only 
eggs I see have wide cracks in them from the cold. We spent 
last weekend having the storm of the century. The total snow 
fall for one day was 42 inches, with drifts of 7 to 8 feet high. 
Under all that snow were some outside pens. I had to wade or 
crawl thru it to the pens. When I got there I had the problem 
of finding them. It took a long pole to locate them and then 
the work of shoveling down to them. We had to cut holes in top 
of a couple of pens to get the birds out. 

Most of this past winter I have been shoveling the driveway. 
But it just was to deep to ever get it done by hand. So I was 
time to get someone with a plow. After finding someone I then 
turned down a passing farmer with his tractor and bucket. He 
wanted 25 dollars to do it but I told him I already had someone 
coming. My plow person came the next morning at 3:30 AM and 
only charged me 45 dollars. What a deal I got for waiting one 
more day. After that good deal we still can barely make it 
us to the garage. 

I did a modern game census today. I have 19 young birds 
10 cockrells and 9 pullets. Out of those I have may have one 
good one. At least 18 of them don't have black legs. I am hoping 
the hens will be laying soon, but this time I'm changing to 
a male that I have instead of using the male from Truman Stone. 
The young black wyandottes I have look more like wyandottes 
are suppose to. 

Will you please let me know if there is any more information 
about the avian influenza. Have you heard if the Blumberg show 
is still on? John Pierce and I are planning on coming down 
to it. Hope you don't run out of space in your car trunk. 
Remember enough it not enough.

Very specific and meaningful terminology has been developed 
and codified over a great many years for naming the winning birds In 
most poultry shows. 

The best bird In each of the varieties of a breed Is called 
"Best of Variety." BV Is how most Judges mark the coop tags. The best 
bantam Black Cochin In a show, for example, regardless of age and 
gender, Is named "Best of Variety." The second best bantam Black 
Cochin Is named "Reserve of Variety" or "RV." Technically speaking, 
the terms "Champion" and "Reserve Champion" should not be used to 
refer to the best and second best birds, respectively, In a variety, 
unless, of course, those winners are to be honored In some special way 
by a particular club or by the show Itself. 

Moving up the awards' ladder, the best bantam Cochin, for 
example, In a show, all varieties of bantam Cochins competing, Is 
named the "Best of Breed." BB Is how most Judges mark the coop tags. 
The second best bantam Cochin In a show Is named the "Reserve of 
Breed" or "RB." Technically speaking, the terms "Champion" and 
"Reserve Champion" should not be used to refer to the best and second 
best birds, respectively. In a breed, unless, of course, those winners 
are to be honored In some special way by a particular club or by the 
show Itself. 

In most APA/ABA-sanctloned poultry shows, one can expect 
classes for all varieties and breeds of standard chickens CAPA: 
American, Asiatic, Engl 1sh, Med 1 terranean, Continental, All Other 
Standard Breeds), bantams CABA: Modern Games, Old English and American 
Games, Single Comb Clean-Legged, Rose Comb Clean-Legged, Feathei 
Legged, All Other Combs Clean-Legged, Bantam Ducks), ducks CAPA: 
Heavy, Medium, Light, Bantam), geese CAPA: Heavy, Medium, Light), and 
turkeys CAPA: all classed together). The champion or best bird In each

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At the larger poultry shows, where bantam and standard trios 
are shown, a special award might be given to the best young and old 
trios In a variety, breed and class: Champion Old Standard Partridge 
Plymouth Rock Trio, Champion Young Sebright Trio, Champion Old Asiatic 
Trio, for example. At such shows, one might also expect to see an 
award presented to the Champion Bantam Trio, the Reserve Champion 
Bantam Trio, the Champion Standard Trio, and the Reserve Champion 
Standard Trio. Similarly, one might expect to see an award presented 
to the Champion Trio of the Show and to the Reserve Champion Trio of 
the Show. 


The same Is true for display awards at the larger APA 
sanctioned shows. CThe ABA has no awards for displays.) One might see 
an award presented to the Champion Display and Reserve Champion 
Display In many varieties and breeds In both bantam and standard 
chickens as well as In each of of the three other primary poultry 
groupings: ducks, geese, turkeys. For example: Champion White Call 

Duck Display, Reserve Champion Goose Display, Champion Turkey Display. 
A Champion and Reserve Champion Waterfowl Display might also be 
selected, as well as a Champion and Reserve Champion Display of the 
Show. 




Those are the basic designations that are needed to describe 
the winning birds In most poultry shows. Specific additional award 
designations to accomodate the requirements of a poultry club or 
organization are entirely possible, as we have pointed out above. In 
those instances virtually any award title or name that Is deemed 
appropriate by the club or organization In question Is a possibility. 

The central point of this article Is this: very specific and 
meaningful terminology has been developed and codified over the course 
of a great many years for naming the winning birds In most poultry 
shows. Let's all do our best to use that terminology and to speak, as 
It were, the same language.

THE MULE FLEURS 
VARIETY 

By S. Robert Powell 

The poultry plumage color 
MILLE FLEURS is not an easy 
one to spell or to pronounce. 

The name is spelled MILLE 
FLEURS. It means “a thousand 
flowers” in French. “Mille” 
means ‘‘a thousand’’ and 
“Fleurs” means “flowers”. 
“Mille” is never spelled with a 


final “s" in French; “Fleurs” 
takes a final "s" because it is a 
plural noun. 

The pattern name is thought to 
have been created in the middle 
of the 15th century in the Loire 
district in France to describe 
tapestries and other fabrics with 
backgrounds that resembled 
fields that were sown with a thou¬ 
sand flowers. Such tapestries 
became popular and were pro¬ 
duced in many parts of France 
and the Low Countries until the 
end of the 16th century. 

The pattern name is also used 
to describe mosaic Venetian 
glass with a flowerlike pattern. In 
Italian, such glassware is known 
as “millefiori" glassware. It was 
made by fusing together slender 
rods of colored glass and cutting 
them transversely and joining 
the sections or embedding them 
in clear glass. 

The technique of millefiori 
glassmaking was developed by 
the Romans in the 1st century 
B.C. and revived and refined by 
Venetian glassmakers in the 15th 
century. Since the mid-19th cen¬ 
tury, the technique has been used 
to make paperweights and gam¬ 
ing marbles. 

The name MILLE FLEURS is 
not an easy one to pronounce. A 
rough approximation in English 
phonemes might be “MEAL 
FLUR ”. 
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Mille Fleurs, it must be 
remembered, is a plumage color 
and not the name of a breed of 
poultry. There are, for example, 
Mille Fleurs Rosecombs, Mille 
Fleurs Leghorn Bantams, and 
Mille Fleurs Antwerp Belgians. 

But, in most cases, when people 
talk about birds of the Mille 
Fleurs plumage color, they are 
talking about Booted Bantams 
and/or Uccle Belgians. But what 
is a Booted Bantam and what is 
an Uccle Belgian? 

The answer to that question is 
far from being cut and dried. 
Here is a summary account of the 
information in THE BANTAM 
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STANDARD (ABA, 1988) and in 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD 
OF PERFECTION (APA, 1985) 
to answer that question. 

If, when you talk about Mille 
Fleurs, you are talking about 
feather-legged, single-combed 
non-bearded bantams, you are 
probably talking about what the 
APA and ABA agree are to be 
called Booted Bantams of the 
Mille Fleurs variety. The ABA, 
which says that Booted Bantams 
must be non-bearded, recognizes 
10 colors of Booted Bantams: 
Black. Blue, Buff, Golden Ne£k, 
Gray, Mottled, Self-Blue, Mille 
Fleurs, Porcelain, and White. On¬ 
ly the last three of those varieties 
have been admitted to the APA’S 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD 
OF PERFECTION, wherein they 
are specifically referred to as 
Non-Bearded Booted Bantams. 


If, on the other hand, you are 
talking about feather-legged, 
single-combed, bearded bantams 
of the Mille Fleurs variety, you 
are probably talking about 
Booted Bantams and/or Uccle 
Belgians and you have, as the 
matter now stands, your choice of 
names for those birds. The APA 
would call such birds Bearded 
Booted Bantams of the Mille 
Fleurs variety. 

The APA, in other words, main¬ 
tains that there are two primary 
variety groups of the breed 
Booted Bantams: Non-Bearded 
Booted Bantams and Bearded 
Booted Bantams. The APA notes 
that the Bearded Booted Ban¬ 
tams are’ sometimes called 
“d’Uccles”. 

The physical descriptions of the 
Bearded and the Non-Bearded 
Booted Bantams, the APA notes, 
are the same except for dif¬ 
ferences in the wattles, the neck 
and in the presence or absence of 
a beard and muff. The APA 
recognizes three varieties of 
Bearded Booted Bantams (Mille 
Fleurs, Porcelain, White) and 
three varieties of Non Bearded 
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Booted Bantams (Mide Fleurs, 
Porcelain, White). 

The ABA, on the other hand, 
maintains that the non-bearded, 
feather-legged, single-combed 
birds and the bearded, feather¬ 
legged, single-combed birds, 
referred to here, represent two 
different breeds, each with a 
specific and identifiable type: 
Booted Bantams (non-bearded, 
feather-legged, single-combed; 
taken back to Holland in the 17th 
century from South China or Bur¬ 
ma) and Uccle Belgians (beard¬ 
ed, feather-legged, single- 
combed; originated in the 
Belgian city of Uccle in the early 
20th century, when Booted Ban¬ 
tams were crossed with Antwerp 
Belgians). 

The central point here is this: 
When one speaks about birds of 
the Mille Fleurs plumage color, 
one must associate that color 
with a specific breed: Mille 
Fleurs Leghorn Bantams, Mille 
Fleurs Booted Bantams, for ex¬ 
ample. One can not speak of 
“Millies” and expect others to 
know what breed you are talking 
about, any more than one can 
talk about “Partridge” or 
“Silver-Penciled” or "Wheaten," 
for example, and expect others to 
know what breed of poultry you 
are talking about.

DEAR BILL: 

Want to thank S. Robert Powell 
for his excellent article ‘‘The 
Mille Fleur Variety” everything 
is factual and explains what the 
name Mille Fleur is. 

I would like to expand on his ar¬ 
ticle. In my many years of cor¬ 
respondence with the Dutch 
Booted Bantam Club, I was sent a 
copy of their standard on the 
Booted and d’uccle. To my sur¬ 
prise they have added from what 
I determine another variety of 
Booted. Yes they have the Booted 
and the d’uccle but they also have 
deserved a Bearded Booted. This 
bird is not to be confused with the 
d’uccle at all, because its type is 
equal with that of the Booted. In 
appearance, it is a bird as tall as 
a Booted but with a beard. This 
beard is not the bull-neck full 
beard of the d’uccle. It seems 
that years back people mistaken¬ 
ly crossed the Booted with the 
d’uccle and came up with a bird 
that was neither. Booted or a 
d'uccle. Thus the Bearded Booted 
was brought into being. 


It is my belief the same thing 
has happened here in the United 
States. In fact, I think the true 
d'uccle is almost non-existent to¬ 
day. What I have been seeing in 
the showroom is a bird resembl¬ 
ing the Bearded Booted than the 
d’uccle. The d’uccle in type 
should be more close to its cousin, 
the d’anver than any other breed. 
In fact almost all your Belgian 
breeds closely resemble one 
another in type. Wateruccle, 
d’anvers, d'uccle. d’everbury 
(rumpless), d’grubbe 
(rumpless), all are along the 
same type. Short and cobly are 
words that can be used to 
describe these breeds. 

We should be looking at using 
the d’anver to bring back our 
d’uccle. Short back-bull neck 
d’anvers (in colors you work with 
of course) should be the number 
one priority to improve our birds. 

They have traced it in France 
and Holland with great success to 
help restore the d’uccle. I don’t 
see why it can’t work here too.

To commemorate the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America 
in 1492 by Christopher Columbus, the 
World's Columbian Exposition, which 
was dedicated on October 23, 1892 and 
opened in May, 1893, was held in 
Chicago. 

_ On display at that gigantic 
exposition, which covered 666 acres and 
which was attended by one of every ten 
Americans, were such wonders as the 
Pullman car, the linotype machine, the 
first ferris wheel (which 2,160 people 
could ride at one time), and 
COLUMBIAN WYANDOTTES. 

From the APA's THE AMERICAN 
STANDARD OF PERFECTION (p. 47) we 
learn (1) that this was the first time 
that Columbian Wyandottes were 
exhibited, and (2) that that variety was 
produced by crossing a White Wyandotte 
with a Barred Plymouth Rock. 

The word "Columbian," it is 
important to remember, is the adjective 
that refers to "Columbus" or to "the 
time of Columbus." And so, 
COLUMBIAN Wyandottes were so named 
in order to commemorate the fact that 
they were first exhibited at the 
exposition that marked the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of 
America. 

The Columbian color pattern, of 
course, was around for a long time 
before the World's Columbian 
Exposition. Light Brahmas, which were 
admitted to THE AMERICAN 
STANDARD OF PERFECTION in 1874, 
bear the Columbian cOlor pattern. Light 
Brahmas are known, as we all know, as 
Light Brahmas and not as Columbian 
Brahmas, similarly. Buff Brahmas, which 
were recognized by the APA in 1924, 
are known as Buff Brahmas, and not as 
Buff Columbian Brahmas. 

But all other breeds and varieties 
of roultry (with the exception of the 
bantam and standard Light Sussex) that 
bear the Columbian color pattern are 
identified as either Columbian or Buff 
Columbian. 

The Columbian color pattern is 
officially recognized for the following 
breeds of bantams: Wyandottes, 


Antwerp Belgians, Cochins, S. C. 
Leghorns, R. C. Leghorns, Rosecombs, 
Cornish, Old English Games, Plymouth 
Rocks and Light Sussex (same as 
Columbian color pattern but male has 
white saddle). 

The Buff Columbian color pattern 
is officially recognized for the 
following breeds of bantams: 
Wyandottes, Antwerp Belgians, Cochins, 
S. C. Leghorns, R. C. Leghorns, 
Rosecombs, and Shamos. 

The Columhian color pattern is 
recognized for the following breeds of 
standards: Light Brahmas, Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandottes, S. C. Leghorns, and 
Light Sussex (same as Columbian color 
pattern but male has white saddle). The 
Buff Columbian color pattern is 
officially recognized for only one breed 
of standards: Buff Brahmas. 

a addition to the descriptions of 
the Columbian and Buff Columbian color 
patterns that are found in the APA's 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION and the ABA's THE 
BANTAM STANDARD, tile reader should 
consult two recent articles by Bob 
Arbuckle in the APA's FANCY 
FEATHERS APA NEWS AND VIEWS: 
"Surface and Undercolor in Buff 
Brahmas," Summer 1989, p. 12; "The 
Buff Columhian dialog, several months 
later," Spring 1990, p. 9. 

Since it was 100 years ago this 
May that Columbian Wyandottes were 
first exhibited, wouldn't it be a good 
idea for individuals and clubs to sponsor 
specials at this year's shows for "Best 
Columbian" and "Best Buff Columbian’ 
in both bantams and standards? 
Wouldn't that be a highly appropriate 
manner for the exhibition poultry 
fraternity to honor those breeders who 
created the Columbian and Buff 
Columbian color patterns? Wouldn't that 
be an entirely fitting way, at the same 
time, for the poultry fanciers of 
America to commemorate the 500th 
anniversary of the discovery of 
America?
